The number of gtwt men who 


have been onoe, twioe or more fre- 
quently subject to hftllaoinatioDg is 
ooDsiderable. A li*t. to which it 
would be easy to make large addi- 
tion*, is riven by Brierre de Bok- 
mont (HallnciiuUioaB, etc., 1862), 
from which I tnutilate tbe follow- 
ing account of the star of the First 
Napoleon which he heard, second- 
handed, from General Rapp: 


"!• 1806 General Rapp, on his 


return from the siege of Dantzic, 
having occasion to speak to the em- 
peror, entered hia study without be- 
ing announced. He found him so 
absorbed that hie entry was unper- 
cuved. 
The general, set-ing the 


emperor continue motion leaf, and 
thinking be might be ill, purposely 
made a noisd. Napoleon immedi- 
aronscd himself, and without any 
preamble, seizing Rapp by the arm, 
said to him, pointing to the aky, 
'Look there, up there.' The gener- 
al remained silent, but, on being 
asked a second time, he answered 
that he perceived nothing. 'What!' 
replied the emperor, 'You do not 
well? It is my star; it is before 
you brilliant;' then, animating by 
degrees, he cried out, 'It has never 
abandoned me, I see it on all great 
ooaHnons; it commands me to go 
forward, and it is a constant bign ot 
good fortune to me.'" 


It appears that stars of this Liud, 


w> frequently spoken of in history, 
and BO well known as a metaphor in 
language, are a common hallucina- 
tion of the insane. Brierre de Bois- 
mont has a chapter on the stars of 
great men. I cinnot doubt that 
fantasies of this description were in 
gome cases the basis of that firm be- 
lief iu astrology which not a few 
persons of eminence formerly enter- 
tained. The hallucinations of great 
men may be accounted for in part 
by their sharing a tendency which we 
have seen to T*e not uncommon in 
the human race, and which, if it 
happens to be natural with them, is 
liable to be develo|>ed in their over- 
wrought brains by the isolation of 
their lives. A man in the position 
of the first Napoleon could have no 
intimate associates; a great philoso- 
pher who explores ways of thought 
tar ahead of his contemporaries must 
have an inner world m which he 
passes long and solitary hours. 
Great men are also apt to have 
touches of madness; the ideas by 
which they are haunted, and to 
whase punuit they devote thein- 
•wlves, and by which they rise to 
eminence, have much in commoi 
with the monomania of insanity 
Striking instance s of great visiona- 
ries may be raentiouea who had al- 
most beyond doubt those very nei 
vous sei/ims with which the ten 
dency to hallucination is intimately 
connected 
To take a single in- 


stance: 8ocra(es, who*.' diamon was 
au audible not u vi->iul appearance, 
was subject to what admitt of hardly 
any other interpret ition than cala- 
leptu1 sei/nre, btamling all night 
through in a rigid attitude

foot seemed planted. There are no 
fences in France. It looks strange. 
Splendid paved roads running across the 
country with a row of tall poplars on 
either side making it beautiful. At we 
neared Rtraaburg we passed a mountain 
—tba "Motelle." Passed through Al- 
sace and Loraine, the territory ceded by 
France u> Germany by the terms of 
peace in 1871. Tbis it the country 
over which the battles were fought dur- 
ing that great campaign. In the moun- 
tain passes the scenery was most 
splendid. 
The train stopped at one 


place to let us view the mountain tops 
npon which were old rained towen 
placed there in old times where fires 
were lit at night to signal danger from an 
enemy. These old towers are on the 
highest peaks and yon can tee them M 
far M the eye can reach.

There are soldiers 
in all the Frenob and German towns, 
dretted very fine, especially the Ger- 
mane. Every railroad station baa its 
dm- or two eeiaien. It was Wbil- 
Mondar, and 300 were being confirmed. 
It wat quite a sight to see them as 
they passed aloag the streets. 
In 


France aad Germany it is difficult to 
tell when Sunday comes from the out- 
side world, as they work in the fields 
and shops and factories and the stores 
(especially ia Paris) are all opened out 
and they bave their horse races, dog 
abovs, aad all tbeir great tportt on 
that day. I went lo a beer concert- 
room on Sunday eight. It was a lively 
place. 
Women were dancing on the 


stage, while hundred* were seated at 
beer tables being served with beer and 
"Limberger" by some fifteen or twenty 
blooming German girls. The cathedral 
and "woaderfoJ dock" were well worth 
seeinf, but there is little else there of 
interest. 


Weisbfrden is a very famous watering 


place, and a great resort for the wealthy. 
Such grand avenues and gardens, with 
tbe residences of the wealthy all along 
tbe streets. Ii is a splendid place of 
about 50,000 inhabitants; has very fine 
parks, avenues miles in length, foun- 
tains, lakes, and crowds of fashionable 
wealthy Germans. In a whole day you 
would scarcely meet oae speaking En- 
glish. Tbe ride down from Straabnrg 
to Weisbaden—117 miles by rail—was 
delightful. 
I never taw such a country, 


not a foot of ground wasted, and kept 
like gardens. The villages are pretty, 
and in the country there are no bouses 
nor fences. The people all live ia vil- 
lages, and tbe villages are very close 
together. 
We passed such splendid 


old ruins away up on the "rocky cliff*." 
It seems as though it were impossible 
to get up to them. The old gray tow- 
ers with walls falling down, then tbe 
grape-covered hills, with now and then 
a beautiful village between, then a rail- 
way dodging into a tunnel. All on 
board were Germans. I was very much 
taken with tbe native Germans in tbeir 
own villages, tad found then more like 
the Americans than either the French 
or English. I saw fao-similes of a

great man; German friends in tbe old 
village of Mt. Poltski, which made me 
feel' very much at home with them. 
Their country ia beautiful, and could 
not be better cultivated. I could not 
help thinking often of a favorite song, 
"My little German home across the 
tea," and would not wonder at anyone 
wishing to go back who had ever lived 
there before. Tbeir railroads are per- 
fection, and a thriving, busy people 
they seem to be. In Weisbaden when 
the morning train comes in there arc 
between two and three hundred women 
come in from tbe country with market- 
ing, lettuce, radishes, ttrawberriet, &o., 
in baskets which they carry on their 
beads, some as many as three baskets, 
one on the top of the other till they 
look like walking church steeples, and 
they never touoh their hands to tbe 
baskets when they carry them. Some 
of the women about tbe village wear 
such queer head dresses—two large 
bow0 on the top of the head, using 
about three* yards of 6 to 8-inch ribbon, 
generally black. I think these were 
the Alsace peasants. The women seem 
to do about all the work in these old 
countries, especially in the fields. I 
counted 22 in one field. There are 
many queer tight* in tbese old German 
towns. One thing which would be 
amusing to tbe children of our country 
would bfe lo tee the women taking their 
goats around the towns and milking 
them at the doors. They generally 
have tix to eight, all tied in a bunch, 
aad the woman carries a basket with a 
little feed it; to when the comet to the 
house the sets the basket down, and 
the foaU all get around it to eat, and 
the «*men of the house come oat while 
the milk it taken from tbe goats, and 
then the milk woman picks up tbe bas- 
ket and trots along to the next place. 
Fearing to weary yon with a too lengthy 
letter, I will close with the promise 
that I will probably write again after 
leaving Germany.

time, toe invading march of the epidemic. 
We may display our warning signals when 
the plague I* in tbe bouses; but it it for 
the ueuple to face Ihe enemy when he 
coinei, auJ to favor his advance by their 
ignorant neglect and tenors, or to sla> 
his progress by barricades of cleanliness, 
care and courage. The best quarantine 
is a thoroughly instructed people. Let 
the people be assured that much of tbe 
sickness from which they suffer is of their 
own causing, or from their neglect of sim- 
ple precautions. Let them be taught that 
certain conditions, like thoae named in 
this paper, are dangerous to health and 
life, and even their economy which dreads 
the loss of money, will lead them to guard 
against tbe needless sickness wbiah so 
often ruins fortune as well as life. Tell 
it to them perpetually, that baJ air, bad 
water and bad food are always stow poi- 
sons, and must ultimately cost loss of 
health and IMS of life, and we bop* to see 
tbe remedy complete."
